SAN FRANCISCO, July 8.—Eugene E. Schmitz, mayor of San Francisco, was given the full pen- 


alty for the crime of extortion this morning by Judge Dunne. He was sentenced to five years in thfl 
penitentiary at San Quentin. 


The scene in the court room was one of the most sensational ever witnessed at the sentencing 


of a convicted man. Judge Dunne had prepared a brief statement, which was a terribly bitter arraign- 
ment of the mayor and his crime. 
. 


Mayor Schmitz interrupted in its delivery by protests and demands for sentence. 
When the sentence was finally pronounced the audience broke into applause, and then into 


deafening cheers. All efforts of the court and the sheriff and his deputies to restore order were useless, 
[t was necessary to clear the court room. 


Attorney Fairall rose to his feet, protesting and asking that the reporter enter-the facts of th« 


cheering and disorder in the minutes of the court. 
Message of Law and Order, Says Judge 


"The court has brief comments to make in pronouncing sentence," began Judge Dunne. "Itm*y» 


be said that this verdict has a much-deeper signifianci than the ordinary finding of-a jury,,It is a'mes* 
sage of law and order to all San Francisco.

ALAM1TDA, July 8.—Car! Rlchter. 
the German who was arrested a few 
days ago lor dispensing liquor with- 
out a, city license, is a man of varied 
experiences and while he was in Jail 
It was his favorite pastime to tell the 
patrolman ol his career while in the 
Boer army. 
Throughout the entire 
struMle with the British Rlchter was 
either fighting with the Boers or a 
prisoner in the English camps. Time 
and again he escaped from the "Tom- 
my Atklf*'" only to be recaptured by 
Kaffirs, from whom he also escaped. 
ixurlng the war one finger of his 
left hand was shot off. 
When the 
war broke out he was a brewer in the 
Transvaal. He enlisted in the army, 
which he says was* without order, and 
left his wife at home to watch for their 
child. After fighting for a while he 
decided to return to his wife and on 
going to nls house noticed that the 
various Implements were not in their 
accustomed places. 
He rapped on 
the window and r» celvlng no response 
walked into the house and into the 
arms of a dozen soldiers who had 
beea waiting for him. He broke loose 
from them and learning that his wire 
was at Natal went there. After being 
with her a few clays he found that 
the house was surrounded by soldiers 
and he could not escape. 
For the 
second time he was a prisoner and a 
few days after the troops started in 
a train for another town. When night 
fell tv o men were left to watch him. 
but they fell asleep with the others, 
and Klc'hter made his escape. • Most of 
the soldiers were <lrunk, he says, and 
it was not until morning that they 
discovered his absence. 
Though 
he 
was five miles away he could hear the 
guns giving the signal of his escape.

, TRIUMPH IN PANAMA WORK 
Lieutenant Colonel Author of Statement 


That Fighters May Be Expected 


to "Stick to Their Job/9 


BERKELEY, July 
8.—Array and 


navy men will manage the work of 
digging the Panama canal, and they 
will stay "on the Job" to the end, ac- 
cording to Lieutenant Colonel C. M. 
Perkins, who has returned to his home 
at 1720 Leroy avenue from the com- 
mand of the fighting forces of this gov- 
ernment in the canal zone on the isth- 
mus. 


The army and navy men will also 
complete their big task in not less than 
seven years, is Colonel Perkins' belief. 
As a veteran of the service, Colonel 
Perkins is not averse to glorying in 
the chance the two branches of the 
country's fighting department have to 
show how different is the way of the 
army nnd the navy, when assigned to 
a canal digging task, from that of cer- 
tain distinguished civilian 
engineers 
and administrators, who started nobly 
and then quit on the canal project. 


Colonel Perkins Is too wise and too 


diplomatic to make direct compari- 
sons between the army 
discipline, 


which is operating to help dig the ca- 
nal, and that other sort of discipline 
which failed to retain Wallace or Ste- 
vens or Shonts at the head of the big 
project 
He quietly remarks, however, 
that, when an army man, for any rea- 
son, drops out of the game at Panama, 
there \s-ill be plenty of others to fill the 
vacancy. 
All will work together for 


the speedy success of the gigantic 
project which the government has un- 
der way. 
It will be a triumph for the 


men of the army and navy when the 
last bit of work on the canal has been 
done. Colonel Perkins has had a share 
in It and is glad of it. 


CLEANS UP FILTH. 


To Colonel W. C. Gor^as, an army 
surgeon. Colonel Perkins ascribes the 
credit for sanitary and hospital service 
in the canal zone of such effectiveness 
that it has made possible the continued 
employment of nearly 20,000 men, who 
are all practically in good health, able 
to work on the canal, and to keep at 
work. 
That, says Colonel Perkins, Is 


the foundation of the canal project—the 
adjustment of conditions so that men 
can remain at work on the Isthmus 
The lack of such conditions ns Colonel 
Gorgas has produced was the rock on 
which the French canal digging scheme 
was wrecked 


"It is merely a question of patience 


and energy," said Colonel Perkins to- 
day. 
"The people were impatient at 


first. 
They demanded rc&ults on the 
canal. 
It was not understood that un- 


til the danger of fever and malaria had 
been abated work couici not be suc- 
ccssfu'lly done. 


"Colonel Gorgas Has made the cities 


almost altogether 


so, and Colon Is on the road to clean- 
liness. 
The mosquito has been fought 


and there the root of the big primary 
difficulty hat been tapped. 
The use of 
screens to bar out lh« mosquito, the 
draining of land to prevent mosquito 
breeding and the general employment 
of sanitary measures has cleared the 
way for complete success in the dig- 
ging of the canal.

was ever before called upon without 
warning to almost double its carrying 
capacity. At the same time the South- 
ern Pacific found it necessary to in- 
crease its warehouse room by more 
than 200,000 square feet, to lay five 
miles of additional tracks, not includ- 
ing industrial tracks, in San Francisco, 
to lay temporary rails for the purpose 
of removing debris and handling ma- 
terial for tha rebuilding of the city, 
and to carry nearly a quarter of a mil- 
lion passengers and 1600 carloads of re- 
lief supplies free.

The Owens River Water & Power 
Company holds the water rights in the 
Owens river and It was only recently 
that the city of Los Angeles bonded it- 
self for $23,000,000 with which ta- buy 
the plant and the piping.

It will 
thus be seen that California dried fruits 
cannot be sold in competition with the 
fruits of Prance or Switzerland if forced 
to abide by the ruling of the commis- 
sion. 
This decision of the commission 
became effective upon passage and will 
hold good until 1912. This law provided 
that anv person having in his possession 
products that did not conform with the 
law shall be guilty of Infringement there- 
of .\nd such products m.iy be ponnscatea. 
Therefore with the Department of Agri- 
culture restricting the use of sulphur to 
36-1000 per cent, the state of California 
will be compelled to take Immediate of- 
flciU cognizance 
of- such decision 
and 
everv grower in the state' and packer 
who'has sulphured fruit in his possession, 
will not only be subject to prosecution, 
but his property will be subject to c°nfls: 
catlon, because there is not one pound 
of sulphured fruit In the state that does 
not contain more than 35-1000 per cent.

A Home 
Rule candidate is represented a? saying, "On which side shall I 
write you down now, Mr. Redmond? Are you a Tory or a sup- 
"porter of the great Liberal Party?" 


"I'm agin' thp government," replies the Irish leader. 
"The OJd Story" is the caption of this pictorial skit. 
The pith of the cartoon lies in the fact that the Irish Home 


.Rulers have twice assisted the Tories to pull down Liberal govern- 
ments. 
In each instance the Irish members deliberately joined 


hapds with the most unrelenting foes of home rule for Ireland be- 
-eause Liberal measures fell short of Irish demands and expecta- 
tions. The result was that in each case Ireland was compelled to 
accept from her enemies a crumb rather than take half a loaf from 
her friends. 


Mr. Birrell's bill offers the largest measure of self-government 


to Ireland, save the Home Rule bill 
that wrecked 
Gladstone's 


government, that has ever been held out to her. Gladstone's bill 
failed because the Lords rejected it and were sustained in the rejec- 
tion by the British electorate. Mr. Birrell's bill could have become 


• law if the Irish members had accepted. But acting in obedience to 
the mand?»te of the Dublin conference, Mr. Redmond and his follow- 
ers declared they would accept nothing short of complete local self- 
government. The half loaf they can get is rejected and the whole 
loaf they cannot get demanded, and notice given that the Home 
Rulers stand ready to join the Tories, when an opportunity offers, 
to drive the Liberals from power. 


Here is the point of the bitter gibe the Pall Mai! Gazette, a 


Tory anti-Irish organ, hurls at both Liberate ?nd Home Rulers. 
The Liberals are taunted with the futility of their advocacy of Home 
Rule, and the Irish are jeered at for their chronic inability to agree 
with their friends. 


The Irish members are not to be Warned for desiring the full 


rather than a partial measure of home rule, but they should recognize 
the fact that the Lords would promptly turn down, as they did in 
^Gladstone's day, any measure giving the Irish complete control 
over their domestic affairs politically. In that case, the Commons 
would- be as impotent now as in the past to force the ^hereditary 
chamber to recede. The Lords rejected the education bill passed 
by this Parliament, and the Liberal majority in the Commons has 
been compelled to swallow the rebuff. Home Rule would meet the 
same fate, and a resolution condemning the action of the peers> such 
as was offered by Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, would be no 
compensation to the Irish, tor the utter failure cf ameliorating 
legislation. 


Mr. Redmond should remember, too, that it was the Liberals 


that stood in the way of the Tory scheme to reduce the representa- 
tion of Ireland hi the Imperial Parliament. Scotland, with,a larger 
fwpulaticm than Ireland, has a much smaller representation in the 
Commons, and Scotland is Liberal. While England and Scotland 
have been rapidly increasing in population, the Inhabitants of 
Ireland have been steadily decreasing for sixty years, and the de- 
crease is most pronounced in the Home Rule strongholds of Muh- 
ster and Connaught.

PULLING ON A GLOVE 


One of the most important things in putting on a pair of gloves • 


for th« first time is to see that 1h« thumb is properly adjusted. If this 
Is not done the glove will acquire a "set," says the Washington 
Times, which it will be found very difficult to cure in after wearingg. • 
The thumbs of many women ar« not placed exactly correct upon 
the hand, and. as th$ gloves arc. supposed 
to be cut on perfect 


lines, sometimes qvite a little work is required to put the thumb In 
proper place. The beginning of this work should be before any of 
the fingers have been put on. 
The glove thumb should be gently 


worked down until it is properly in place, which is with the seams 
coming directly down either side of the thumb. Observe the gloved 
hands of women and you will find many in which this is not the 
case. It is by no means uncommon to see the seam going directly 
across the thumb nail. 


Once properly in place, the glove has acquired a partial set. 


It can then be drawn off, and, u fter the fingers have been 
carefully 


adjusted, may be put on again; but care should be taken to keep 
it from twisting this second time. 
After being pu,t on twice, the 


battle is practically won, though care should always be exercised 
as long as the gloves last. 


It is a good plan before putting on a new glove to adjust each 


finger separately, removing one before another Is tried. This gives 
each conformity to the shapr of the future wearer, and there ta 
no pulling or stretching out of shape. 
If the glove seems inclined 


to be a shade tight acrosa the .knuckles, after all four fingers are In 
place and before the thumb lias been adjusted smooth 
the 
hand

BLEW UP BRADLEY FLAT 


Haywood Jury Hears Reading of State- 


ments of San Franciscans Contradict- 


ing Orchard's Testimony. 


BOISE, Idaho, July 8.—The entire. 


morning session of the Haywood trial 
was taken up today with the reading 
of testimony offered by the defense on 
the subject of the explosion at the 
home of Fred W. Bradley, in Wash- 
ington street, San Francisco, In 1905. 
The testimony was taken by a com- 
mission 
appointed by Judge Wood, 
who is presiding at the present trial, 
and is intended to contradict Harry 
Orchard's story as to the placing of a 
bomb on the front porch of the< Brad- 
ley house as a part of the conpirecy 
alleged against the Western Federation 
of Minors and of which the State as- 
serts that the Steunenberg murder 
was an incident. 
The defene during the stay of the 


commission in San Francisco, secured 
the testimony of Bradley himself and 
several others expressing the 
belief 
that the explosion was due to gas, and 
declared that the havoc Brought by it 
was not caused by dynamite. Orchard 
declared that the bomb arranged by 
him to be exploded when the front 
door was opened contained about ten 
pounds 
of 
dynamite, encased in a 
large section of lead pipe The reading 
of the testimony, which was taken in 
question and answer form, was be- 
gun immediately after the convening 
of court at 10 o'clock. Attorney Clar- 
ence Darrow undertook the long task 
and seated himself in the high wit- 
ness chair facing the Jury. 


GETS $10,000 DAMAGES. 


The attorney read first the testi- 


mony of Walter H. Linforth, the own- 
er of the apartment house In which 
Bradley lived. Linforth sued th,e gas 
company just after the explosion and 
was awarded $10,000 damages. • With
